The discussion of use of campus 
facilities by non-college groups and 
the recommendation to replace the 
existing college computer system 
dominated most of the Oct. 22 
Hartnell Governing Board meeting. 

The discussion of the use of 
campus facilities was sparked by a 
request from the Salinas Piranhas 
swim team to use the pool. The swim 
club normally uses. the city’s pool 
duririg summer months but needs a 
pool during the winter. 

‘At present, the YMCA has a 
contract’ to use the Hartnell pool 
during the hours requested by the 
Salinas team. 

Associate Dean of Physical 
Education Bob Kelly said, ‘We can’t 
solve all the problems of the 
community,” and noted that in the 
past, when more than one contract ws 
issued for a facility, it was difficult to 
fix responsibility for damage. 

Kelly said he wanted to deal with 


‘only one group, and if the YMCA 


thought they could share the pool 
with the Salinas team they should 
work it out between themselves. 
Kelly also said Hartnell ‘needs 
policies to guide” rental. Facilities 


are heavily booked and some 
scheduled events “conflict with the 
athletic department’s attempts to 
make money,” he said. 

The recommendation to replace 
the existing college computer system 
was made by Rod Frese, Director of 
Computer Services. 

Frese said Hartnell’s almost two- 
year-old system was out of date and 
to keep it running would cost more 
than buying a new system. 

He recommended that two smaller 
systems be bought, one to handle 
administrative data and one for 
academic needs. 

He also said students currently 
enrolled in computer programming 
systems classes would get a better 
education with a new system. 

The Board agreed to hear bids on 
new systems. 

In other action, the Board: 

e renewed the agreement between 
Hartnell and Salinas Valley Memorial 
Hospital for furnishing clinical 
experience for students in the 
vocational nursing program. 

¢ approved hiring an American 
Indian program specialist for a 12- 
month program funded through VEA.

Earl Lloyd Jackson’s brutal murder of 
an 80-year-old woman.

An old adage reads ‘‘an eye for an

California trails other states in the 
use of the death penalty. Many 
criminals are now serving life 
sentences for serious offenses -— 
special circumstance murders  — 
instead of being executed.

Newscaster’s tell-tale facial expressions 


RIVERSIDE — If you sus- 
pect that television newscasters 
are sometimes less than objec- 
tive when reporting events like 
elections, your suspicion could 
be well founded, shows a 
study conducted at the Uni- 
versity of California, Riverside. 

During the 1976 presiden- 
tial election campaign, several 
top national anchorpersons 
were conveying important in- 
formation to viewers through 
their facial expressions, as well 
as by words in their reports, 
research by. three UCR psy- 
chologists indicate. 

Viewers in a test situation— 
watching brief segments of 
taped newscasts without sound 
—perceived that Walter Cron- 
kite (CBS), Harry Reasoner 
(ABC) and David Brinkley 
(NBC) had more positive facial 
expressions when referring to 
Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter. On the other hand, the 
observers judged that John 
Chancellor (NBC) had more 
positive expressions when re- 
ferring to Carter's Republican 
opponent, Gerald Ford. 

Does this mean the anchors

actually favored those candi- 
dates, or that they might be 
subtly influencing — viewers? 
The UCR study implies that 
the response could be “yes,” 
but more research is needed 
before those questions can be 
answered conclusively, _ said 
principal researcher Howard 
S. Friedman, assistant’ profes- 
sor of psychology. 

Friedman, who wrote the 
study with assistant professor 
Robin DiMatteo and graduate 
student Timothy Mertz, says 
the past decade has produced 
heated debate about possible 
bias in the public pronounce- 
ments of TV newsbroadcasters. 
Earlier studies focused on 
news content—the words in 
the reports—and produced 
conflicting results, he added. 

The UCR research used 40 
college students, most of them 
from the UCR campus. They 
watched 227 videotaped ‘seg- 
ments of newscasts taken from 
the height of the campaign, 
in which newscasters referred 
to Ford or Carter. No sound 
accompanied the tapes, and 


the observers. were unaware 
the clips concerned the elec- 
tion. 

The viewers were asked to 
decide whether | five anchor- 
persons’ expressions were posi- 
tive or negative, and rate them 
ona 21-point scale, 21 being 
the most positive. By statistical 
analysis of the results, the re- 
searchers determined that four 
of the five showed reliable dif- 
ferences in expression when 
referring to Ford and Carter, 
Friedman said. 

For the fifth, Barbara Wal- 
ters (ABC), there was no sig- 
nificant difference. 

It’s important to explore the 
issue, the UCR professor said, 
because national newscasters 
hold. positions of high status 
inthe eyes of the public; opin- 
ion polls indicate that Cron- 
kite is one of the most trusted 
men in America. Social psycho- 
logical theories ‘predict that 
nonverbal cues displayed by 
such people might affect view- 
ers’ political attitudes, Fried- 
man said. —Steve Walag

Grievance procedure hard to discover

A student who thinks he has been 
fired unfairly from a work-study 
program can have a hard time trying 
to discover a grievance procedure . 

That is a lesson Charles “Eddy” 
Rader, a parolee from Soledad prison 
and a full-time journalism student, 
has learned.: 

Rader had worked as a clerk in the 
Veteran’s Administration work-study 
program from July 31 until Oct. 20. 
On Oct. 20 he was fired. The job — 
funded by the VA and supervised by 
Hartnell employee Bernie Salgado — 
provided Rader with a substantial 
portion of the money that allows him 
to stay in school. 

Rader contends that his dismissal 
was not based on job performance, 
but on a series of events connected 
with his postion as editor-in-chief of 
the Panther Sentinel. 

So far Salgado and his supervisor, 
Dean of Student Services Jose 
Madrigal, have not cooperated with 
Rader or the Sentinel in discussing 
Rader’s allegations or reasons for his 
dismissal. 

Additionally, Rader’s former co- 
workers are afraid to comment on the 
situation. One person agreed to meet 


* 
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with the Sentinel, then cancelled the 
appointment, saying ‘There is too 
much flak going on (over this).” 

When Salgado was contacted by 
the Sentinel, he would not talk about 
reasons for Rader’s dismissal but 
would talk about the work-study job 
in general. 

Then he agreed to discuss Rader’s 
personnel record if he had a letter 
from Rader giving his permission to 
doso. 

When Rader wrote the _ letter, 
Salgado then said he would only talk 
to a reporter if Rader was present. 
When Rader came along, Salgado 
said he couldn’t talk about it to the 
press, that it was “inappropriate” to 
do so. He suggested that if Rader was 
unhappy, he would have to file a 
grievance following ‘‘personnel 
procedure.” 

Salgado did give Rader a letter — 
five days after dismissing him and the 
same day he was contacted by a 


reporter — which gave “excessive 
absences. without notification of 
supervisor’ and “student 


misconduct” as. reasons for Rader’s 
dismissal. 
“That 


was absent without

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notification is totally false. Look at 
my work record,” Rader said. 

His work record shows that by Oct. 
20 he had worked 100 of the 250 
hours he was scheduled to work this 
semester. The semester runs from 
Sept. 3, 1980 through Jan. 22, 1981. 

Rader contends he was fired 
because of a combination of events 
leading up to and resulting froma 
story he wrote in the Oct. 20 Panther 


‘Sentinel. 


In the strory he said the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College (ASHC) 
violated their constitution and 
received bad advice from. their 
advisor, Jose Madrigal, during a 
recent election. He further pointed 
out that the winner of the election 
had been ineligible to run due to a 
less than adequate grade _ point 
average. | 
“| personally feel | was victimized in 
a feeble attempt to cover up the dean 
of students’s (Madrigal’s) 


mishandling of the ASHC elections,” 
Rader said. 

He also thinks his connection with 
the campus paper contributed to his 
dismissal . 


, Vote John 
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“They think | used my job to obtain 
the GPA ... others they suspected 
haven't been fired because they have 
no. connection with the student 
paper,” Rader said. 

Rader said that on Oct. 17, one 
working day before he was fired, he 
was asked by Madrigal how he got the 
student’s GPA. 

Rader said he refused to name his 
source but denied looking it up 
himself. He says he never had access 
to student records. 

The records are kept in a vault in 
the admissions office. 

Salgado confirmed that Rader did 
not have access to the vault, but said 
the students involved in the VA work- 
study program did work with 
veteran’s current transcripts.
